Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


The  vital  statistics  for  1961  for  your  District  are,  on  the 
whole,  satisfactory.  It  was  something  of  a  surprise  to  find  Ithe 
Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  at  the  middle  of 
the  year  to  be  down  by  800,  especially  since  no  less  than  300 
additional  houses  were  occupied  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  District  is  very  similar  to  previous 
years  in  contrast  to  experience  elsewhere  in  that  Birth  Rates 
generally  showed  substantial  increases.  By  the  same  token  the 
Death  Rate  in  your  area  showed  little  change  from  previous 
years.  The  number  of  children  born  dead  or  dying  in  the  first 
week  of  life  increased  from  10  to  13,  producing  a  perinatal 
mortality  rate  of  42  compared  with  32  in  the  previous  year.  I 
have  no  reason  to  think  that  this  result  is  any  reflection  on  the 
maternity  services  in  the  District,  although  one  is  still  uneasy 
at  the  growth  of  the  practice  of  early  discharge  of  mothers  from 
Maternity  Hospitals. 

The  appropriate  table  shows  that  there  were  10  deaths  from 
Cancer  of  the  Lung  compared  with  6  in  the  previous  year.  We 
have  tried  to  demonstrate  to  interested  audiences  the  facts  so 
far  as  they  are  known  on  the  relationship  of  cigarette  smoking 
to  Lung  Cancer. 

The  Council  continues  to  consider  the  needs  of  elderly 
people  in  the  area  especially  in  the  sphere  of  housing.  I  have 
found  it  difficult  to  understand  the  Council’s  reluctance  to  com¬ 
mence  a  Wardens’  Scheme  in  conjunction  with  the  County  Coun¬ 
cil,  while  at  the  same  time  arranging  for  the  installation  of 
emergency  warning  systems  in  all  new  construction  of  old 
peoples’  dwellings. 

Once  again  it  is  a  pleasure  to  acknowledge  the  assistance 
we  have  received  from  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  and  all  members  of 
the  Council.  It  is  also  a  pleasure  to  thank  fellow  officers  of 
the  Council  for  co-operation  readily  given.  The  staff  of  the 
Department  have  worked  conscientiously  and  well,  and  I  should 
like  to  take  this  annual  opportunity  of  expressing  my  apprecia¬ 
tion  to  them.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


The  building  of  houses  by  private  enterprise  continued 
unabated  and  the  demand  for  such  houses  appears  to  be 
insatiable.  This  development  has  proceeded  to  such  an  extent 
that  many  parishes  have  changed  beyond  recognition  in  the  last 
few  years. 

The  Council  considered  legislation  dealing  with  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  Caravan  Sites  in  the  District.  The  work  done  under 
this  heading  should  ensure  that  facilities  on  such  sites  are 
improved  appreciably  soon. 

It  had  been  intended  to  proceed  with  the  erection  of  a 
Central  Slaughterhouse,  but  the  interest  displayed  by  Butchers 
in  the  District  was  so  small  that  the  Council  had  to  abandon  its 
idea.  The  slaughter  facilities  in  private  Slaughterhouses  were 
progressively  improved  as  a  result  of  work  undertaken  by 
individual  private  owners.

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PART  II.  REPORT  OF  DIVISIONAL  MEDICAL  OFFICER 


The  scheme  of  divisional  health  administration  continued 
unaltered  in  the  Tadoaster  and  Wetherby  Rural  Districts  during 
1961.  This  scheme  involving  a  partnership  between  the  Counity 
Council  and  the  two  Rural  District  Councils  provides  for  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Rural  Districts  undertaking 
responsibility  for  day  by  day  administration  of  the  County 
Councils  health  functions  for  the  same  area. 

Details  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Divisional  Medical 
Officer,  and  his  staff,  are  inserted  in  the  District  Councils 
Annual  Report  to  provide  a  full  picture  of  the  environmental 
services  available  here. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 


Ante-Natal  Care 


Facilities  for  the  care  of  Expectant  Mothers  are  available, 
from  Private  Practitioners  at  Out-Patient  Departments  of 
Maternity  Hospital  Units  in  Harrogate,  York,  Wakefield,  Castle- 
ford  and  Leeds,  and  also  at  the  Local  Authority’s  Clinics 
referred  to  in  the  table  to  be  found  in  this  Report. 

As  more  Private  Practitioners  have  made  arrangements  to 
undertake  ante-natal  work,  in  many  cases  separately  from  their 
normal  surgery  sessions,  more  and  more  mothers  have  chosen 
to  avail  themselves  of  this  method  of  receiving  ante-natal  care. 
This  has  resulted  in  a  substantial  drop  in  the  number  of  mothers 
attending  the  local  authority’s  clinics. 

The  Divisional  Health  Office  continues  to  be  mainly 
responsible  for  acting  as  adjudicator  in  deciding  which  mothers 
should  be  booked  for  Hospital  confinement  on  social  grounds. 
The  Private  Practitioner  undertakes  completely  the  reference 
of  patients  for  Hospital  bookings  on  medical  or  obstetrical 
grounds. 

Much  of  the  care  of  Expectant  Mothers  is  undertaken  by 
the  Domiciliary  Midwives  working  in  the  area.  It  is  worthy  of 
comment  that  the  Midwives  here  successfully  undertake  joint 
home  nursing  duties  too. 

We  have  had  several  changes  among  Home  Nurse/Midwives 
during  1961.  Mrs.  Taylor  accompanied  her  husband  to  new 
professional  duties  in  Hull.  Mrs.  Curry  on  re-marriage  dis¬ 
continued  professional  work ;  Miss  Stennett  found  it  necessary 
to  remove  to  another  part  of  the  West  Riding,  and  Mrs.  Patter¬ 
son  accompanied  her  husband  to  another  part  of  the  country. 
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We  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to  recruit  Mrs.  Hodson, 
who  is  now  working  in  the  Swillington  area,  having  replaced 
Miss  Jackson  on  her  transfer  to  Bramham.

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days  after  confinement  from  Harrogate  General  Hospital  con¬ 
tinues.  lit  has  been  possible  to  bring  about  some  closer  liaison 
in  choosing  which  patients  should  so  he  discharged,  but  one 
cannot  pretend  that  one  is  entirely  happy  at  the  thought  of  a 
woman  being  sent  home  as  quickly  as  sometimes  happens. 

Health  Visiting 

Three  of  the  Health  Visitors  left  the  staff  of  the  Division. 
Miss  Crowther  went  to  work  in  the  Skipton  area ;  Mrs.  Kane  to 
undertake  a  most  interesting  post  in  Tasmania ;  and  Mrs. 
Randall  returned  to  her  former  authority  in  the  City  of  Leeds. 

We  were  glad  to  welcome  back  to  the  staff  Miss  Webb,  who 
formerly  was  a  Home  Nurse/Midwife  in  Division  No.  9,  and  we 
were  also  glad  to  have  the  services  of  Mrs.  Storey,  who  joined 
us  after  completing  a  County  Council  Health  Visiting  Student¬ 
ship.

The  scheme  whereby  Health  Visitors  investigate  each 
new  baby  for  the  presence  of  Phenylketonuria  continued 
throughout  1961,  and  resulted  in  the  urine  of  786  babies  being 
tested.  Fortunately  no  abnormality  was  found. 

The  Health  Visitors  being  primarily  responsible  for  Health 
Education  in  the  area  entered  fully  into  a  presentation  of  a  film 
on  “  Smoking  and  Lung  Cancer  ”  to  all  Senior  Schools  in  the 
area.  It  was  felt  that  the  impact  of  this  film  made  this  effort 
well  worthwhile,  and  we  continued  to  make  it  available  on  request 
to  any  organisation  which  was  interested  in  having  a  showing. 

Clinic  Facilities 

The  Clinic  Facilities  throughout  the  area  remained  the 
same,  although  plans  were  being  made  at  the  end  of  the  year  to 
provide  a  Clinic  Service  on  a  new  housing  estate  in  the  Alwood- 
ley  area. 

The  statistics  relating  to  the  work  of  the  Clinics  showed 
that  1,025  children  under  the  age  of  5  years  attended  on  7,880 
occasions  and  that  26  Expectant  Mothers  attended  on  46  occa¬ 
sions.  2  mothers  attended  for  post-natal  examinations.  The 
Relaxation  Classes  in  Micklefield,  Sherburn-in-Elmet,  Swilling- 
ton,  Tadcaster,  Wetherby,  Scholes  and  Boston  Spa,  were 
attended  on  352  occasions.  The  Mobile  Clinic  calls  at  11  differ¬ 
ent  places  during  the  three  days  per  fortnight  it  is  in  our  area, 
and  in  1961  2,314  attendances  were  made  for  Infant  Welfare 
purposes  and  19  attendances  by  6  Expectant  Mothers. 
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Distribution  of  Welfare  Foods 


There  has  been  a  continuing  decline  in  the  sale  of  Welfare 
Foods.  This  is  perhaps  not  surprising  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  cost  of  Dried  Milk  supplied  under  the  scheme  is  very  nearly 
that  of  proprietary  brands.  The  total  sales  of  each  article 
named  is  as  follows : —

CAKE  OF  THE  UNMARRIED  MOTHER  AND  HER  CHILD 

The  Registrar  General  credited  the  Divisional  area  with  27 
illegitimate  births  in  1961.  Despite  the  fact  we  tried  very  hard 
to  administer  the  West  Riding  Scheme  for  the  benefit  of 
unmarried  mothers  in  the  area,  only  10  of  these  cases  are  known 
to  us.

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SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICES 


The  arrangement's  for  periodic  routine  school  medical 
inspection  continue  as  previously  reported  in  that  every  child 
between  the  age  of  5  and  15  is  examined  on  four  occasions 
during  its  school  life.  Any  abnormality  found  at  one  of  these 
inspections  results  in  other  treatment  being  sought  or  observa¬ 
tion  of  the  abnormality  at  succeeding  visits  to  the  School  Until 
other  treatment  becomes  necessary  or  recovery  takes  place. 

With  the  development  of  the  public  conscience  in  mothers 
relating  to  Mental  Health  we  find  ourselves  consulted  on 
psychiatric  matters  relating  to  children  more  and  more.  One 
would  wish  to  pay  tribute  to  the  assistance  of  the  Consultant 
Psychiatrists  in  Harrogate  and  Pontefract  who  serve  -the  needs 
of  our  Division. 

Routine  School  Medical  Inspection  can  cause  some  disrup¬ 
tion  of  School  Life.  On  our  part  we  try  to  keep  the  amount  of 
disturbance  to  the  minimum,  and  this  policy  perhaps  contributes 
to  the  good  relationships  which  exist  between  members  of  the 
staff  of  the  Schools  and  the  staff  of  the  School  Medical  Depart¬ 
ment. 

In  particular  one  would  comment  on  the  welcome  which 
the  School  Nurses  receive  from  the  staff  of  the  Schools  on  the 
numerous  occasions  on  which  they  visit  the  Schools  otherwise 
than  on  routine  inspection  days. 

In  1961,  2,107  routine  examinations  and  664  defect  examina¬ 
tions  were  carried  out.  161  children  were  found  to  have  183 
defects  requiring  treatment,  and  885  defects  were  found  and 
were  recommended  for  continued  observation.  Only  6  children 
representing  0.27%  of  all  children  examined  were  assessed  as 
being  below  average  nutrition. 

The  School  Nurses  carried  out  11,244  examinations  for 
cleanliness  purposes.  140  children  only  showed  signs  of  infes¬ 
tation  with  lice.  This  figure  represents  a  percentage  of  1.2,  a 
figure  which  is,  in  general,  creditable  to  the  mothers  of  children 
who  attend  Schools  here.  If  the  mothers  of  persistently  dirty 
children  would  exert  themselves  to  the  same  extent  the  general 
run  of  mothers  do,  it  could  become  my  proud  privilege  to  report 
a  school  population  entirely  free  from  signs  of  infestation. 

Minor  Ailment  Clinics  continue  to  be  held  in  Swillington. 
Tadcaster  and  Wetherby,  256  cases  were  dealt  with  there.

The  following  brief  summary  of  the  work  carried  out  by 
-the  Consultants  in  the  Special  Clinics  here  is  inserted  more  for 
comparison  with  previous  years  than  as  an  expression  of  the 
value  of  these  Clinics  to  the  children  who  attend  them. 

It  is  not  invidious  to  refer  particularly  to  the  Cardiac 
Clinic  at  Harrogate  General  Hospital.  This  Clinic  dealt  with 
24  children  from  this  area.  The  increased  number  referred 
there  being  probably  related  to  one  of  my  colleagues  specially 
interested  in  this  field  of  professional  work. 

Eye  Clinic 

Dr.  Witt  els  continued  to  visit  the  two  Clinics  in  Tadcaster 
and  Wetherby  throughout  the  year  and  saw  429  children. 
Spectacles  were  prescribed  in  213  cases  and  were  obtained  for 
119  children. 


Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Clinic 

Mr.  Charles  Smith,  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Surgeon  from 
York,  visited  the  Tadcaster  Clinic  each  month  and  saw  44 
children.  21  cases  were  referred  for  operation. 

Orthopaedic  Clinic 

Five  sessions  were  held  by  the  Registrar  from  Marguerite 
Hepton  Hospital,  58  children  attended.  44  Treatment  Sessions 
were  held,  at  which  13  children  made  101  attendances. 

Paediatric  Clinic 

We  still  have  the  benefit  of  monthly  visits  to  Tadcaster  by 
Dr.  Prosser,  the  Children’s  Physician  from  Harrogate.  Dr. 
Prosser  attended  on  12  occasions,  when  he  saw  28  children  ait 
49  attendances. 

Speech  Therapy  Clinic 

Mrs.  Benstead  continued  to  hold  regular  sessions  in  Weth¬ 
erby,  Tadcaster  and  Swillington.  62  children  received  treat¬ 
ment  for  varying  speech  defects  at  225  sessions.

Physically  Handicapped  Children 

This  being  a  widely  scattered  Rural  Area  it  is  usually 
necessary  for  handicapped  children  needing  special  school  facili¬ 
ties  to  have  to  go  to  Boarding  Schools  to  receive  the  special 
educational  treatment  recommended.  The  following  types  of 
cases  were  away  from  home  for  such  reasons  at  the  end  of  the

HOME  HELP  SERVICE 

The  calls  made  on  the  Home  Help  Service  showed  no  signs 
of  diminishing.  Fortunately  iit  has  proved  easier  to  recruit 
suitable  women  to  do  this  type  of  work  than  in  recent  years. 
The  value  of  Home  Help  Service,  particularly  in  home  confine¬ 
ments,  and  in  maintaining  the  elderly  in  their  own  homes  is 
undoubtedly  a  most  worthwhile  piece  of  social  welfare.  The 
service  rendered  by  individual  Home  Helps  to  the  elderly  people 
for  whom  they  are  originally  engaged  to  serve  very  frequently 
grows  into  much  more  than  such  a  relationship.  It  must  be 
appreciated  that  many  Home  Helps  ultimately  come  to  the  stage 
of  accepting  almost  intimate  responsibility  for  people  who  are 
getting  on  in  life.  Such  a  relationship,  I  feel,  is  to  be  encouraged 
when  one  reads  the  case  papers  of  the  very  many  people  on  our 
register.  In  1961  a  total  of  86,218  hours  service  was  authorised, 
equivalent  to  the  whole  time  use  of  20.5  Home  Helps.  The  Home 
Helps  are  still  working  here  on  a  part-time  basis,  the  average 
number  of  persons  being  employed  being  68.

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PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS— CARE  AND  AFTER  CARE 

(i)  Tuberculosis 

It  is  part  of  the  general  purpose  Health  Visitors’  duty  to 
supervise  the  welfare  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  in  this  Division. 
231  visits  were  made  for  this  purpose  during  the  year.  This  is 
a  substantial  decline  in  the  number  of  visits  made  compared 
with  the  previous  year,  and  probably  reflects  the  very  different 
type  of  treatment  now  being  given  to  the  Tuberculous  in  their 
own  homes.  The  important  difference  in  the  type  of  case  in 
which  we  have  to  deal  at  home  is  shown  by  the  smaller  propor¬ 
tion  of  cases  known  to  be  actively  infectious. 

On  the  preventative  side,  the  Ohest  Physician  vaccinated 
13  contacts  of  known  cases.  Through  the  school  scheme,  849 
children  were  offered  Mantoux  tests,  544  agreed  to  be  tested, 
511  were  in  fact  tested,  and  only  154  gave  a  positive  reaction. 
Of  the  remainder  317  children  with  negative  reactions  were 
seen  and  were  vaccinated. 

Of  the  314  children  vaccinated  in  1960,  242  were  available 
for  Mantoux  testing  one  year  later.  215  of  these  children  were 
still  satisfactorily  converted  to  the  positive  state,  9  had  reverted 
to  the  negative  condition,  and  in  18  cases,  the  result  was  not 
ascertained.  The  9  cases  who  were  negative  were  ail  offered 
re-vaccination  and  the  offer  was  accepted  in  all  cases. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  was  also  offered  to  students  over  the 
age  of  15  years.  9  such  students  were  tested,  6  were  positive, 
and  the  remaining  3  received  vaccination. 

The  County  Oouncil’s  Scheme  for  providing  free  milk,  up 
to  2  pints  per  day  for  active  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  was  used  for 
the  benefit  of  12  patients  in  the  Division. 

(ii)  Diphtheria  Immunisation 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  usually  in  association 
with  Immunisation  against  Tetanus  and  Vaccination  against 
Whooping  Cough  by  means  of  Triple  Antigen,  is  constantly 
available  in  all  Infant  Welfare  Clinics. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  is  available  in  all  Doctors 
Surgeries,  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  and  in  Schools  at  routine 
School  Medical  Inspections,  to  any  child  whose  parent  wishes 
immunisation  to  be  carried  out.  Such  prevention  would  appear 
to  cover  the  needs  of  this  wide  Rural  Area  fairly  adequately, 
but  if  any  parent  has  difficulty  in  having  a  child  protected  in 
this  way  the  Divisional  Health  Office  will  only  be  too  glad  to  try 
to  assist  in  solving  the  difficulty. 

It  is  interesting  to  record  that  during  the  year  on  two 
occasions  there  were  real  fears  that  cases  of  Diphtheria  had 
once  again  shown  themselves.  The  preventative  medical  history 
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of  Diphtheria  is  a  striking  example  of  the  virtual  eradication 
of  the  disease  by  nationally  designed  plans  against  it.  There 
can  be  little  doubt  of  the  very  real  value  to  the  individual  of 
submitting  to  this  method  of  protection.  It  is  easy  to  make 
excuses  for  not  having  a  child  immunised  in  view  of  the  long 
period  of  time  which  has  elapsed  since  cases  of  Diphtheria 
occurred  in  the  district.  When  a  case  appears  it  is  usually  too 
late  to  take  steps  to  obtain  active  immunisation.  This  gives  all 
the  more  point  to  t  he  advice  constantly  reiterated  to  have  a  child' 
immunised  early  in  life  with  booster  doses  on  entry  to  School, 
and  on  reaching  the  age  of  8  years.

( til )  Tetanus  Immunisation 

Immunisation  against  Tetanus  has  been  made  more  widely 
available  usually  in  association  with  protection  against  Diph¬ 
theria  and  Whooping  Gough  in  this  Divisional  Health  Area. 
During  1961,  1,383  children  received  the  full  course  of  injections 
and  146  children  were  given  booster  doses. 


(iv)  Whooping  Cough  Vaccination 

Protection  against  Whooping  Cough  is  still  available  to 
children  up  to  the  age  of  4  years,  and  again  is  usually  given 
locally  in  association  with  protection  against  Diphtheria  and 
Tetanus.  In  1961,  648  children  in  this  age  group  received  injec¬ 
tions  against  the  disease,  bringing  the  total  number  of  children 
vaccinated  against  Whooping  Cough,  since  the  scheme  started, 
to  4,519.

Vaccination  against  Whooping  Cough  does  not  give  life  long 
protection  as  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  of  the  36  notified  cases 
of  Whooping  Cough  in  1961,  6  children  had  ia  history  of  previous 
vaccination  against  the  disease,  but  the  important  thing  is  that 
this  method  of  preventative  innoculation  does  delay  the  age  at 
which  the  disease  occurs,  and  also  reduces  its  severity.  It  is  of 
course  in  the  very  young  child  that  Whooping  Cough  is  likely  to 
produce  its  most  serious  danger  to  health. 


(v)  Vaccination  Against  Smallpox 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox  is  available  from  Private 
Practitioners  and  at  all  Local  Authority  Clinics  in  the  area.  In 
1961  the  following  number  of  persons  received  protection : —

(vi)  Vaccination  Against  Poliomyelitis 


The  scheme  for  vaccinating  persons  below  the  age  of  40 
against  Poliomyelitis  continues  as  a  routine  measure  in  all 
Doctors  Surgeries,  Infant  Welfare  Clinics,  and  at  routine  school 
medical  inspections  in  Infant  Schools  throughout  the  area. 

We  continued  to  use  the  ‘  Salk  ’  type  of  vaccine  by  injection 
during  1961  to  the  following  extent : —

MENTAL  HEALTH  SOCIAL  WORK 

The  Mental  Health  field  was  widened  by  the  appointment 
of  Miss  Allison  to  the  post  of  Mental  Welfare  Officer  in  Divi¬ 
sion  No.  9.  Arrangements  were  also  made  for  Mrs.  Myers  from 
the  Goole  Division,  to  spend  2  days,  per  week,  in  this  Division, 
in  order  to  deal  with  all  the  cases  coming  to  our  notice.  Unfor¬ 
tunately  Mrs.  Myers  has  never  been  able  to  give  anything 
approaching  to  2  days  per  week  here  because  of  her  commit¬ 
ments  on  her  home  territory. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  appoint  one  more  wholeTime  member 
of  the  staff  if  we  are  to  cope  with  the  work  presenting  itself  to 
the  Department  in  the  now  prevailing  conditions.  It  was  our 
intention  to  open  a  Psychiatric  Out-patients  Clinic  in  the  Tad- 
caster  Multiple  Clinic  in  association  with  the  staff  of  Naburn 
and  Bootham  Park  Hospitals.  Unfortunately  we  find  the  staff 
difficulties  there  are  too  great  to  allow  a  Psychiatrist  to  spend 
one  half  day,  monthly  or  fortnightly,  in  Tadcaster,  and  we  are 
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therefore  faced  with  the  unfortunate  position  of  having  to  send 
patients  as  far  away  as  Selby  or  York  to  receive  the  necessary 
advice  and  guidance. 

Arrangements  for  opening  the  Training  Centre  in  Harrogate 
went  ahead,  and  it  is  understood  this  Centre  will  provide  for 
some  of  the  patients  from  the  Wetherby  and  Tadcaster  areas. 
The  Airedale  Centre  in  Castleford  is  already  undertaking  treat¬ 
ment  of  cases  from  this  Division  in  a  similar  way  in  that 
direction. 

We  have  been  wondering  very  seriously  whether  the  number 
of  known  cases  requiring  training  in  this  Division  are  not  now 
so  numerous  as  to  justify  the  erection  of  a  Training  Centre  in 
this  Division. 

WELFARE  OF  THE  AGED 

A  number  of  different  agencies  exert  themselves  a  great 
deal  in  connection  with  the  welfare  of  the  elderly.  The  District 
Councils  have  concentrated  on  building  suitable  dwellings  for 
old  people ;  the  voluntary  Committees  in  at  least  the  more 
populous  parishes  have  organised  hard  working  Committees  who 
look  after  such  things  as  day  by  day  supervision  and  visitation, 
periodic  Club  Meetings,  Chiropody  Sessions  under  the  scheme 
whereby  the  County  Council  reimburses  the  expenses,  and  so  on. 

Although  it  is  difficult  to  quote  comparable  figures  one’s 
impression  is  that  the  pressure  on  beds  in  Welfare  Homes  has 
been  substantially  reduced  in  this  area.  Certainly  the  amount 
of  Home  Help  Service  given  with  the  main  purpose  in  mind  of 
retaining  the  recipient  out  of  an  Institution  becomes  quite 
substantial. 

The  Chiropody  Service  is  the  one  Section  of  Old  Peoples 
Welfare  where  precise  figures  can  be  quoted.  In  1961,  441 
sessions  were  attended  by  756  patients  on  3,918  occasions. 
Additionally  105  patients  received  400  treatments  in  their  own 
homes. 

CARE  OF  CHILDREN  NEGLECTED  OR  ILL-TREATED  IN 

THEIR  OWN  HOMES 

The  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the  Care  Committee  continued  to 
be  held  regularly  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  14  cases 
still  appearing  on  the  active  list  of  known  problem  families  in 
the  Division. 

COUNTY  COUNCIL  RESIDENTIAL  ESTABLISHMENTS 

In  last  year’s  report  reference  was  made  to  the  additional 
Home  for  the  Elderly  in  course  of  preparation  in  Wighill  Lane, 
Tadcaster.  The  Home  was  not  opened  by  the  end  of  1961,  but 
preparations  had  gone  ahead  apace  and  the  opening  date  did  not 
api>enr  to  be  too  far  distant  when  the  year  closed.

To  the  Rural  District  Council  of  Wetherby  : 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  information  my 
sixteenth  Annual  Report,  which  is  again  a  record  of  a  year  of 
intense  activity  in  every  section  of  the  work  of  the  Department. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  year  has  been  the  intensifi¬ 
cation  of  building  throughout  your  district,  the  number  of  new 
private  houses  completed  being  the  highest  recorded  for  any 
year  during  the  history  of  the  Council. 

In  the  field  of  environmental  hygiene  the  weekly  refuse 
scheme  was  brought  into  effect  and  has  worked  very  smoothly 
indeed,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  majority  of  ratepayers ;  a  pilot 
scheme  was  introduced  to  investigate  the  use  of  the  “  Paper 
Bug  ”  Refuse  Receptacle  ;  the  second  stage  of  the  Slum  Clearance 
Scheme  was  in  process  of  implementation ;  the  making  up  of 
private  streets  under  the  powers  delegated  by  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  is  now  proceeding ;  the  modernisation 
Slaughterhouses  was  well  in  hand  at  the  year  end  and  the 
improvement  of  all  Camping  Sites  was  also  dealt  with. 

The  pressure  on  the  Staff  has  been  extremely  heavy  and 
the  results  accomplished  has  only  been  possible  by  the  loyal 
co-operation  of  all.  Encouragement  from  the  Council  and 
spontaneous  assistance  from  fellow  officers  has  made  possible 
the  surmounting  of  such  difficulties  as  have  been  encountered  ; 
for  this  too  one  is  deeply  grateful.

(c)  Manual  Workers 

There  is  now  an  establishment  of  41  workmen,  and  37  have 
been  consistently  employed  during  the  year. 

At  the  year  end  there  were  two  vacancies. 

The  change-over  of  labour  is  a  disquieting  matter  and  there 
have  been  difficulties  in  recruiting  suitable  labour.  During  the 
year  2  workmen  retired,  and  9  other  workmen  left  the  service 
of  the  Council.  10  new  workmen  were  engaged. 

Therefore  of  the  men  now  employed  only  7  have  more  than 
15  years  and  10  more  than  ten  years  service  With  the  Council. 
During  the  year  593  man/dayis  were  lost  due  to  illness  compared 
with  606  in  the  previous  year.  20  men  had  no  absence  due  to 
illness  but  4  men  were  absent  for  more  than  30  days,  the  longest 
total  period  of  absence  during  the  year  was  47  days.  Of  the 
days  lost  due  to  sickness  479  days  were  covered  by  the  Council’s 
Sickness  Scheme,  and  114  days  were  unpaid. 

(d)  Staff 

During  the  year  the  vacant  offices  of  Housing  and  Engineer¬ 
ing  Clerk  of  Works  were  filled  but  it  has  not  yet  been  possible 
to  appoint  the  further  Junior  Assistant  which  has  been  included 
in  the  establishment  of  the  Department. 

I  am  delighted  to  record  that  Mr.  A.  Holt  (Deputy  Surveyor 
and  Public  Health  Inspector)  was  successful  in  passing  the 
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Testamur  Examination  of  the  Institute  of  Public  Cleansing;  Mr. 
C.  B.  Betts  (Technical  Assistant)  was  successful  in  passing  the 
Higher  National  Certificate  in  Building  and  also  the  Examina¬ 
tion  of  the  City  and  Guilds  in  Builders  Quantities ;  and  Mr.  T. 
Spence  (Draughtsman)  was  successful  in  obtaining  the  Ordinary 
National  Certificate  in  Building. 

The  building  development  in  the  area  has  been  quite  excep¬ 
tional  during  the  last  three  years  and  despite  the  present 
national  financial  problems  shows  little  sign  of  permanent  abate¬ 
ment.  If  the  present  volume  of  building  is  maintained  it  is 
inevitable  that  your  Council  will  have  to  examine  the  organisa¬ 
tion  of  building  inspection  with  a  view  (to  providing  further 
assistance  for  this  important  duty.  The  work  of  building 
inspection  has  been  carried  out  thoroughly  and  effectively  but 
only  at  the  expense  of  reduced  activity  in  other  connections  and 
this  should  not  continue  indefinitely ;  it  is  also  only  been 
possible  by  the  loyal  co-operation  of  all  the  members  of  the  staff 
who  are  called  upon  to  execute  this  work.  The  duty  of  building 
and  meat  and  food  inspection  are  two  routine  operations  which 
cannot  be  neglected. 

(e)  Office  Accommodation 

No  further  progress  has  been  made  regarding  the  provision 
of  additional  Office  accommodation.  This  is  due  to  the  delay  in 
the  completion  of  the  new  Police  Station  which  has  delayed  the 
vacation  of  the  Old  Police  Station  until  the  end  of  1962.  As  a 
temporary  solution,  however,  the  Caretaker’s  Flat  has  been 
temporarily  adapted  to  provide  additional  Office  accommoda¬ 
tion  and  a  Staff  Room.  This  additional  accommodation  has 
been  of  considerable  assistance  to  the  Departments  affected  but 
is  not  adequate,  and  further  additional  accommodation  is 
urgently  required.  In  order  to  provide  much  needed  storage 
accommodation  for  records,  part  of  the  basement  of  the  Offices 
has  been  excavated  and  converted  into  store-rooms.  This  work 
has,  of  necessity,  been  slow  in  execution  and  additional  work  is 
still  required  in  the  basement  to  enable  it  to  be  used  to  the  fullest 
advantage.  All  Departments  of  the  Council  are  affected  by  the 
shortage  of  accommodation  but  in  particular  my  Department  is 
handicapped  by  inadequate  facilities  for  the  proper  handling  of 
deposited  plans  and  reception  of  callers.  The  present  arrange¬ 
ments  are  far  from  ideal  and  undoubtedly  reduce  the  efficiency 
of  the  Department. 

(f)  Depot 

During  the  year  the  ablutions,  messroom  and  lavatory 
accommodation  at  the  Depot  has  been  completed.  It  is  now 
possible  to  proceed  with  renovation  of  the  Depot  Yard  and 
buildings. 
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(g)  Local  Government  Boundary  Commission 

During  the  year  the  Boundary  Commission  have  slightly 
exit  ended  the  West  Yorkshire  Special  Review  Area  to  include 
parts  of  the  Parishes  of  Harewood  and  Thorner,  adjacent  to  the 
Leeds  City  Boundary. 

Leeds  Corporation’s  proposals  for  minor  amendments  of 
your  boundary  were  opposed  by  your  Council  and  were  discussed 
with  Representatives  of  the  Boundary  Commission. 

II.  TOWN  PLANNING  AND  BUILDING  CONTROL 


(a)  General 

As  already  indicated,  1961  has  been  marked  by  further 
considerable  increase  in  Planning  and  Byelaw  applications  and 
in  the  implementation  of  development. 

In  my  last  Report  I  indicated  the  progress  during  the 
previous  10  years.  In  1951  there  were  482  applications.  Last 
year  there  were  1,523  and  for  the  year  under  review  the  figure 
is  1,726,  being  an  increase  of  13%  over  the  previous  year.  The 
purely  administrative  aspects  of  dealing  with  this  volume  of 
applications  has  imposed  a  very  considerable  load  on  the  Depart¬ 
ment  and  this  has  accounted  for  some  of  the  delays  in  dealing 
with  other  matters.  This  work  must  be  dealt  with  promptly 
month  by  month  and  delays  cannot  be  tolerated.  The  operation 
of  the  Advanced  Payments  Code  in  relation  to  the  making  up  of 
new  streets  will  also  impose  additional  clerical  work  in  this 
connection. 

The  scrutiny  of  plans  deposited  is  now  a  lengthy  operation 
but  to  facilitate  this  and  'the  work  of  the  Committee  the  Planning 
Officer  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  now  meet  me  a  few 
days  before  each  Committee  to  scrutinise  all  deposited  plans. 

I  have  previously  mentioned  under  the  heading  of  “  Staff  ” 
the  amount  of  building  inspection  work  as  at  present  is  a  major- 
feature  of  the  Department’s  duties.  This  is  not  confined  to  new 
construction,  as  every  building  project,  including  housing 
improvement  schemes,  have  to  be  inspected  to  ensure  compliance 
With  Statutory  and  Byelaw  requirements.  For  each  new  build¬ 
ing  operation  a  minimum  of  four  inspections  is  necessary — in 
practice,  this  number  is  doubled  and  together  with  the  scrutiny 
and  prior  examination  of  plans  I  estimate  that  upwards  of  one 
third  of  the  time  of  the  Staff  is  spent  on  building  control. 
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The  805  private  houses  completed  during  the  year  is  con¬ 
siderably  in  excess  of  the  highest  previous  annual  total.  A 
proportion  of  this  development  took  place  at  A 1  wood  ley  on  the 
fringe  of  Leeds  city,  but  at  least  two  thirds  of  the  total  volume 
was  in  more  central  localities.  Other  new  development  in  the 
district  is  as  follows  : — 

The  National  Scientific  and  Technology  Library  at  Thorp 
Arch  is  completed  and  operational. 

The  new  Court  House  and  Divisional  Police  Station  at 
Wetherby  will  be  completed  in  1962. 

The  construction  of  a  large  new  Secondary  Modern  School, 
at  Wetherby,  for  700  pupils,  will  commence  during  the 
ensuing  year. 

The  erection  of  a  Remand  Centre,  together  with  appropriate 
Staff  Housing  adjoining  H.M.  Prison,  Thorp  Arch,  is 
proposed. 

The  Ex-Royal  Ordnance  Factory  at  Thorp  Arch  has  been 
the  subject  of  a  planning  permission  for  a  Trading 
Estate  with  a  maximum  total  of  employees  of  500. 
The  owners  are  now  proceeding  with  the  development 
of  this  Estate  which  is  likely  to  accommodate  a  number 
of  Regional  Distribution  and  Storage  Depots  of 
National  Companies. 

During  the  year  your  Council  have  continued  its  efforts  to 
secure  improvement  to  Wetherby  By-pass  Road,  in  view  of  its 
unfortunate  accident  record.  Towards  the  year  end  the  Minister 
of  Transport  indicated  his  intention  to  carry  out  certain  major 
improvements  at  a  comparatively  early  date. 

The  proposals  for  the  improvement  of  the  A.l  Trunk  Road, 
South  of  Wetherby,  are  now  in  an  advanced  stage  and  work  is 
likely  to  commence  in  the  ensuing  year. 

Your  Council  have  also  received  draft  proposals  for  the 
by-passing  of  the  villages  of  Oollingham  and  Bardsey  on  Road 
A. 58  (Wetherby  to  Leeds).  This  outline  proposal,  did  not  secure 
the  approval  of  your  Council  and  alternative  suggestions  have 
been  submitted  to  the  Highway  Authority  as  the  basis  of  dis¬ 
cussion.  In  this  connection  the  Parish  Councils  of  Bardsey, 
Oollingham  and  Scarcroft,  have  each  supported  your  Council. 

Your  Council  have,  during  the  year,  acquired  a  site  at  Weth¬ 
erby,  either  for  a  public  open  space  or  as  a  possible  site  for  a 
swimming  bath,  or  pool,  but  in  view  of  the  present  financial 
restrictions  no  further  progress  has  been  made  in  dealing  with 
this  matter. 
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Finally,  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1961,  the  Minister  has 
indicated  'that  in  place  of  the  review  of  Building  Byelaws  which 
was  due  shortly,  he  proposes  to  make  National  Building  Regula¬ 
tions  and  this  it  is  hoped  will  secure  a  more  enforceable  and 
readily  understood  Code  of  Building  than  at  present  exists. 

(b)  Housing  Estates 

Work  has  proceeded  on  the  detailed  surveys  necessary  in 
connection  with  the  making  up  of  private  streets  and  your 
Council,  with  the  approval  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council, 
passed  the  necessary  resolution  for  the  making  up  of  six  streets 
at  Wetherby.  At  the  year  end  the  preparatory  work  had 
reached  an  advanced  stage. 

During  recent  years  your  Council,  by  the  imposition  of 
“  planning  conditions  ”  have  been  successful  in  securing  made  up 
streets  for  all  new  development  but  the  operation  of  the 
“  Advanced  Payment  Code  ”  under  the  Highway  Act,  1959,  will 
supersede  this  Planning  requirement.  A  survey  of  private 
streets  reveals  that  there  are  83  unmade  streets  in  your  district 
with  an  aggregate  length  of  131  miles.  The  procedure  for 
making  up  these  streets  is  very  protracted,  and  this  will  neces¬ 
sitate  continuous  programming  of  work  to  ensure  an  effective 
reduction  of  unmade  streets  within  a  reasonable  period. 


(c)  Building  and  Development

(>  Appeals  were  made  against  planning  decisions,  and  in  all 
cases  Public  Inquiries  were  held.  At  the  year  end  5  oases  were 
awaiting  Inquiry,  including  one  in  respect  of  the  Appeal  by  the 
Council  against  the  decision  of  the  County  Council  to  refuse 
consent  for  the  use  of  a  site  for  housing  at  Boston  Spa.  7  deci¬ 
sions  on  appeals  were  received  during  the  year,  and  in  all 
except  one,  the  Council’s  decision  was  upheld. 

One  application  for  Planning  consent  for  housing  develop¬ 
ment  at  Linton  was  called  in  for  determination  by  the  Minister 
and  latter  a  Public  Inquiry  was  held  resulting  in  the  Minister 
refusing  consent. 


(d)  Development  Plans  and  Green  Belt 

The  Minister  has  not  yet  announced  his  decision  on  the 
Quinquennial  Review  of  the  County  Development  Plan  which 
includes  amongst  other  things  the  establishment  of  a  formal 
Green  Belt  in  your  area.  Some  discussion  has  taken  place  on 
modifications  necessary  to  the  Wetherby  Town  Map  and  it  is 
hoped  that  this  will  be  approved  during  the  ensuing  year,  so  as 
to  enable  its  revision  to  be  proceeded  with.  It  is  a  number  of 
years  since  the  Town  Map  was  submitted  to  (the  Minister  and  it 
is  not  yet  approved.  During  this  period  there  have  been  many 
changes,  including  an  intensified  demand  for  building  land  as 
a  result  of  the  non-availability  of  land  in  the  Green  Belt.  This 
necessitates  complete  review  of  the  Town  Map  and  the  County 
Planning  Officer  had  agreed  to  deal  with  this  matter  as  one  of 
urgency  during  the  ensuing  year. 

The  local  village  opposition  to  development  in  your  area  to 
which  I  referred  in  my  last  Report  still  continues  and  has  now 
extended  to  another  two  parishes  and  there  is  an  increasing 
demand  that  Parish  Councils  should  have  a  statutory  right  to 
be  consulted  on  all  planning  applications.  Whilst  admitting  the 
need  for  public  awareness  of  Planning  proposals  the  adminis¬ 
trative  factors  involved  in  further  consultation  would  necessitate 
the  Council  being  given  a  longer  period  for  the  consideration  of 
applications  as  the  period  now  available  often  proves  to  be 
inadequate ;  it  would  involve  applicants  in  additional  delays  and 
expense  and  would  increase  materially  the  already  considerable 
correspondence  and  work  in  dealing  with  applications.  Very 
frequently,  requests  are  received  for  permission  to  scrutinise 
deposited  plans.  The  demands  on  the  time  of  the  staff  in  deal¬ 
ing  with  callers  who  merely  inspect  the  Planning  Register  (as 
they  are  entitled  to  do),  is  not  insignificant,  but  if  in  addition 
this  duty  was  extended  to  inspection  of  plans  and  other  deposited 
documents  it  would  require  special  facilities  in  terms  of  accom¬ 
modation  and  the  allocation  of  a  Technical  Officer  to  ensure  the 
security  of  the  documents  and  to  give  the  explanations  demanded 
by  the  persons  investigating  the  plans. 
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It  would  appear  that  the  grounds  of  objection  to  develop¬ 
ment  in  the  parishes  in  your  district  are: — 

(1)  that  the  volume  of  development  is  'too  great  to  be  readily 
assimilated  in  a  shout  period  into  a  village  community ; 

(2)  that  the  existing  residents  in  the  village  do  not  want 
any  additional  development ; 

(3)  that  the  development  is  different  in  nature  Ito  that 
already  existing. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  main  future  development 
should  be  directed  to  townships  where  the  community  structure 
is  such  as  to  easily  absorb  a  larger  population  and  which  can 
accommodate  housing  development  of  differing  densities  and 
cost  and  for  this  reason  I  regard  an  early  arid  realistic  review 
of  the  Wetherby  Town  Map  as  of  the  utmost  importance. 


(e)  Tree  Preservation  Orders 

Your  Council  have  proceeded  with  the  preparatory  work 
and  submitted  the  draft  Order  for  Tree  Preservation  of  wood¬ 
land  areas  within  sight  of  the  Great  No  nth  Road. 


(f)  Industrial  Areas 

Further  development  continues  of  the  Council’s  Industrial 
Areas  at  Wetherby  and  road  and  sewer  works  are  now  under 
construction.

111.  HOUSING 


(a)  Housing  Progress 

At  the  end  of  the  financial  year,  ending  31st  March,  1962, 
the  capital  assets  of  your  Council  in  respect  of  Housing  stood 
at  £2,455,065. 


Your  Council’s  Housing  Programme  for  1961/62  was 
reduced,  compared  with  the  previous  year.  It  is  anticipated 
that  the  future  annual  Housing  Programmes  of  the  Council  will 
be  at  a  very  modest  level  as  apart  from  Slum  Clearance  and 
Aged  Persons  requirements,  the  general  shortage  of  houses 
except  for  a  few  villages  has  been  largely  met. 


To  make  provision  for  the  demands  of  private  developers 
who  wish  to  erect  individually  designed  houses,  your  Council 
have  made  a  number  of  sites  available  at  Bramham,  and  are 
taking  steps  to  do  the  same  at  Boston  Spa,  North  Rigton  and 
at  Wetherby.  The  year  has  seen  the  effects  of  the  improved 
specification  for  houses  drawn  up  in  (the  previous  year  and 
further  developments  in  this  improved  design  and  equipment 
have  been  actively  pursued.  Towards  the  year  end  your  Coun¬ 
cil  has  under  consideration  the  improvement  of  ladder  and  food 
storage  accommodation.  At  the  present  time  135  tenants  have 
taken  advantage  of  the  refrigerator  provision  scheme  and  at 
the  year  end  31  additional  applications  were  in  hand.  The 
Report  of  the  Centre  Housing  Advisory  Committee  on  standards 
of  design  and  equipment  of  dwellings  was  issued  towards  the 
end  of  the  year.  This  Report  makes  revolutionary  recommenda¬ 
tions  but  their  implementation  is  likely  to  be  a  gradual  process, 
but  the  opportunity  for  improved  design  is  generally  welcomed. 

The  detailed  progress  of  housing,  in  your  area,  since  1945, 
is  as  follows

Since  1945,  35%  (2,675)  of  the  houses  in  your  area  have 
been  erected  and  since  1918  over  64%  (4,877)  of  the  houses  in 
your  area  have  been  erected.  At  the  31st  December  last  there 
were  185  private  houses  and  71  Council  Houses  under  construc¬ 
tion,  a  total  of  256  compared  with  235  in  the  preceding  year. 

Within  the  Department  the  work  connected  with  houses 
has  again  been  heavy  and  has  included  the  erection  of  12 
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bungalows  at  Wetherby,  Spofforth  and  Thorner ;  preparation  of 
schemes  for  32  halts  in  3  parishes ;  site  surveys  in  connection 
with  acquisition  of  land ;  the  preparation  of  layouts  for  11  sites ; 
and  site  development  works  (roads  and  sewers)  completed  in 
3  parishes,  under  construction  in  4  parishes  and  schemes  under 
preparation  for  2  parishes.  12  Garages  have  been  erected  at 
Bramham  and  Weeton  and  schemes  prepared  for  a  further  69 
garages  in  other  parishes.  Reconditioning  schemes  affecting  170 
houses  owned:  by  the  Council  in  4  parishes  are  in  hand. 

Aged  Persons  Housing 

The  Council  have  now  provided  146  single  bedroom  aged 
persons  bungalows  including  12  completed  in  1961  out  of  a  total 
of  Council  owned  houses  of  2,037  alt  31st  March,  1962.  It  has 
now  been  decided  to  proceed  with  a  programme  of  single  bed- 
roomed  flats  and  the  Department  have  schemes  in  preparation 
for  32  flats  at  Wetherby,  Spofforth  and  Thorner.  These  include 
an  experimental  block  of  four  “  all  electric  ”  flats  at  Thorner. 

Your  Council  have  again  considered  the  introduction  (with 
County  Financial  assistance)  of  an  Aged  Persons  Warden 
Service,  but  have  not  yet  decided  to  adopt  the  scheme,  neverthe¬ 
less,  instructions  have  been  given  that  all  new  accommodation 
for  aged  persons  shall  be  wired  for  the  later  installation  of  the 
“  Speech/Call  ”  System  of  communication.  Experience  has 
shown  that  the  “  bell  ”  system  has  the  weakness  that  it  can  place 
an  undue  burden  on  the  work  of  the  warden,  due  to  lonely  old 
people  believing  that  any  unusual  or  even  usual  circumstance 
requires  this  emergency  service.  If  each  call  is  not  attended 
to  by  the  warden,  confidence  in  the  system  will  disappear. 


The  “  Speech/Call  ”  system  not  only  sounds  a  warning  but 
enables  a  tenant  to  speak  to  the  warden  and  vice  versa,  and 
overcomes  this  difficulty  by  giving  an  extra  sense  of  security  and 
contentment  to  the  lonely  and  infirm. 

When  one  considers  the  alternative  to  a  warden’s  scheme, 
namely  (the  transfer  of  old  people  to  institutional  accommoda¬ 
tion,  there  is  no  doubt  about  the  advantages  they  have  to  offer. 


(b)  Existing  Houses 

Your  Council’s  Posit  War  Slum  Clearance  Scheme  first 
stage,  has  almost  been  completely  dealt  with  and  work  has 
proceeded  on  the  second  stage.  In  all,  a  further  75  houses  were 
represented  or  reported  as  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  there 
are  still  a  further  number  of  “border-line”  houses  in  respect 
of  which  representations  are  under  consideration.

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(c*)  Housing  Rehabilitation 

The  improvement  and  repair  of  houses  has  continued 
steadily  and  in  every  parish  in  the  distinct  the  work  carried  out 
during  the  last  decade  is  very  manifest.  Great  reliance  is 
placed  on  informal  approach  to  owners  and  this  has  resulted  in 
279  houses  being  repaired.  By  means  of  statutory  action  under 
the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts  a  further  37  houses  have 
been  dealt  with. 

The  Council  continues  its  policy  of  acquisition  of  houses  for 
reconditioning  and  now  own  187  houses  in  respect  of  which 
reconditioning  works  have  either  been  completed  or  are  in 
process  of  being  dealt  with.  To  date  a  total  of  19  houses  have 
been  reconditioned,  of  which  11  have  been  completed  during  the 
year  under  review.  At  the  year  end  a  further  32  houses  were 
under  construction  and  tenders  have  been  received  in  respect  of 
works  to  a  further  two  houses.  Schemes  for  the  balance  are 
in  active  preparation.  During  the  year  your  Council  demolished 
4  houses  in  default  of  private  owners  and  have  demolished  10 
further  condemned  houses  which  they  have  acquired. 

(d)  Improvement  Grants 

There  has  again  been  a  reduction  in  applications  during  the 
year  (55,  compared  with  60  in  1960).  24  applications  were 

approved  for  Standard  Grants.  506  houses  in  the  district  are 
now  the  subject  of  grant  application  and  in  28  cases  the 
application  was  either  withdrawn  or  refused.  Gram,  has  been 
made  to  478  houses,  including  36  conversions.  The  number  of 
schemes  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  407  and  73  were 
under  construction.  The  total  expenditure  incurred  now 
amounts  to  £390,609,  of  which  £105,603  is  in  respect  of  works 
of  repair  not  eligible  for  grant.  The  total  amount  of  grant 
allocated  is  £131,404,  of  which  £95,618  had  been  paid  at  the  31st 
March,  1962. 

Of  the  houses,  194  are  owner /occupied  and  284  are  let  to 
tenants  (including  104  tied  houses).  Improvement  Schemes  now 
cover  nearly  6£%  of  the  houses  in  your  area  and  17^%  of  the 
pre-1918  houses. 

One  of  the  serious  defects  of  the  Improvement  Grant 
Scheme  is  the  inability  of  the  Council  to  require  Improvement 
of  houses  where  this  is  necessary  to  prevent  deterioration  or  to 
ensure  co-ordinated  schemes.  There  are  numerous  examples  of 
housas  in  terraces  and  groups  where  a  number  have  been 
improved  but  for  various  reasons  including  unwilling  tenants 
and  different  owners  it  is  unlikely  that  the  remainder  will  be 
improved  voluntarily.  It  would  seem  that  the  time  is  overdue 
for  Local  Authorities  to  be  given  the  necessary  powers  (with 
due  safeguards  for  owners)  to  insist  on  improvement  on  the 
same  way  that  they  can  require  closure  or  demolition.

(e)  Advances

IV.  DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

(a)  Drainage 

Work  under  this  heading  includes: — 

Connections  of  existing  properties  to  the  sewer  17 

Connections  of  new  houses  to  the  sewer  .  232 

Provision  of  septic  tanks  to  existing  houses  ...  15 

Provision  of  septic  tanks  to  new  houses  .  6 

Renewal  of  defective  septic  tanks .  11 

Houses  fully  re-drained .  61 

10  unsatisfactory  installations  have  been  eliminated  by 
Slum  Clearance.  Works  are  in  progress  which  will  result  in  a 
further  28  unsatisfactory  drainage  installations  being  remedied 
or  eliminated. 

(b)  Sanitary  Conveniences 

27  earth  closets  have  been  abolished  and  a  further  5  were 
being  converted  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

141  houses  are  still  provided  with  earth  closets  but  133  of 
these  cannot  be  dealt  with  by  Statutory  action.  It  is  hoped, 
however,  to  further  substantially  reduce  this  number  by  Slum 
Clearance  and  informal  action. 

(c)  Sewerage 

New  construction  work  has  been  heavy.  10  schemes  have 
been  completed  or  under  construction  at  a  total  cost  of  £41,352, 
and  a  further  8  schemes  are  in  preparation  at  an  estimated  cost 
of  £38,540. 

The  Wigton  Moor  Sewerage  Scheme  was  finally  completed 
by  direct  labour  during  the  year  and  has  operated  satisfactorily. 
There  has  been  some  delay  in  preparing  the  final  accounts  for 
the  Contract,  but  this  work  is  now  well  in  hand. 

Five  storm  water  relief  schemes  were  approved  by  the 
Rivers  Board  and  in  three  cases  tenders  invited  for  the  work. 
Very  considerable  preparatory  work  has  been  carried  out  for 
two  major  schemes  of  joint  surface  water  sewers  (public  high¬ 
ways  and  private  and  Council  Estates)  at  Wetherby  and  Boston 
Spa. 
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As  private  housing  development  increases  so  does  the  work 
of  supervision  of  design  and  construction  of  private  sewers. 
Much  time  is  taken  in  negotiations  with  the  Architects  and 
Engineers  on  the  detailed  design  of  the  sewers  and  during  the 
year  15  large  drainage  schemes  have  been  dealt  with. 

The  Council  are  now  responsible  for  115  miles  of  public 
sewer,  and  7  pumping  stations.  Defects  to  sewers  located  during 
the  year  have  been  remedied  with  the  exception  of  defective 
sections  at  Sicklinghall,  Collingham  and  Wetherby. 

(cl)  Sewage  Disposal 

The  Council  now  treat  and  dispose  of  the  sewage  from  6,913 
houses  and  275  other  properties  within  your  district  and  50 
houses  and  a  large  factory  outside  your  district.  The  total  dry 
weather  flow  is  now  estimated  at  892,000  gallons  per  day. 

The  sewage  from  49  houses  in  your  district  discharges  to 
sewers  of  adjoining  Local  Authorities. 

The  acquisition  of  the  Thorp  Arch  Sewage  Works  has  pro¬ 
ceeded  and  when  the  purchase  is  completed  it  will  be  necessary 
to  proceed  with  the  provision  of  additional  sludge  drying  beds ; 
the  provision  of  facilities  for  treatment  of  stormwater  and  the 
carrying  out  of  a  general  reconditioning  programme  to  the  plant 
and  structures.  The  biological  filters  require  urgent  attention 
as  the  media  requires  cleansing  and  work  to  two  filters  must  be 
undertaken  during  1962. 

The  new  Public  Health  Act,  1961,  and  the  Rivers  (Preven¬ 
tion  of  Pollution)  Act,  1961,  have  imposed  new  duties  and 
responsibilities  on  the  Council.  The  consent  of  the  Rivers  Board 
to  the  continued  discharge  of  sewage  from  your  Sewage  Works 
will  have  to  be  obtained  and  the  Rivers  Board  is  empowered  to 
impose  Conditions  regulating  such  discharge  in  the  future. 

It  is  certain  that  higher  standards  of  treatment  will  be 
imposed  but  with  the  exception  of  two  Works,  where  problems 
associated  with  farm  drainage  are  acute,  I  cannot  anticipate 
serious  difficulties  in  satisfying  the  requirements  of  the  Rivers 
Board.  It  should,  however,  be  pointed  out  that  although  the 
Council’s  Sewage  Works  are  considered  as  modern,  Wetherby 
Sewage  Works  was  originally  constructed  in  1932  (with  subse¬ 
quent  additions  at  a  later  date),  Thorp  Arch  Sewage  Works  in 
1942  and  Long  Marston  Sewage  Works  in  1946,  and  it  is  only 
fair  to  indicate  that  during  the  intervening  period  there  has 
been  some  deterioration  which  will  involve  remedial  expenditure 
and  improvement  in  the  next  few  years. 

The  Public  Health  Act,  1961,  gives  the  Council  power  to 
control  and  impose  charges  for  the  reception  and  treatment  of 
farm  drainage.  The  Council  have  as  yet  been  unable  to  devise 
a  satisfactory  formulae  for  charge  but  has  agreed  the  general 
conditions  under  which  they  will  accept  farm  drainage  inlto 
their  sewers.  This  is  a  serious  problem  in  those  parishes  where 
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the  sewers  receive  a  comparatively  high  proportion  of  farm 
drainage  compared  with  domestic  sewage. 

The  Council’s  policy  has  always  been  the  satisfactory  treat¬ 
ment  and  disposal  of  all  liquid  wastes  and  have  encouraged  dis¬ 
charge  of  farm  drainage  to  their  sewers  in  view  of  the  problems, 
difficulties  and  nuisances  which  arise  on  many  farms  where 
these  wastes  are  disposed  of  by  other  means.  This  policy,  how¬ 
ever,  has  created  certain  treatment  problems  at  a  number  of  the 
smaller  works.  During  long  periods  of  dry  weather  the  quality 
of  effluent  tends  to  deteriorate. 

Your  Council  have  now  largely  completed  their  Post-War 
Sewerage  Scheme  and  every  village  and  hamlet  in  the  district 
has  a  proper  system  of  public  sewers.  Work  now  proceeding  are 
(in  the  main)  smaller  sewer  extensions  to  premises  which  are 
some  distance  from  existing  sewers. 

A  number  of  the  trunk  sewers  require  descaling  and 
removal  of  accumulated  silt.  Some  sections  have  already  been 
dealt  with  but  further  expenditure  is  inevitable  for  the  cleansing 
of  other  sewers.  The  situation  is  being  carefully  watched  but 
the  two  sections,  at  Bardsey  arid  at  Wetherby,  will  have  to 
receive  attention  within  the  near  future. 

Every  endeavour  is  made  to  ensure  that  at  all  times  the 
effluents  discharged  from  your  Sewage  Works  comply  fully  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Yorkshire  Ouse  River  Board,  and  I  am 
extremely  grateful  to  Mr.  M.  Lovett,  the  Chief  Inspector  of  the 
Board,  and  to  his  Department  for  their  unfailing  courtesy, 
advice  and  help. 

(e)  Financial  Statement,  Year  Ending  31st  March,  1962 

The  total  cost  of  the  service  was  £27,600,  and  the  income 
was  £2,211,  the  rate  levied  being  28.34  pence.  Loan  charges 
amount  to  £14,798,  and  the  capital  assets  of  'the  Council  now 
amount  to  £438,070. 

V.  WATER  SUPPLIES 
(a)  Private  Supplies 

44  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological  analysis, 
of  which  16  were  unsatisfactory.  One  chemical  sample  was  also 
taken. 

11  existing  houses  were  connected  to  the  public  mains  and 
the  private  supply  to  4  houses  was  improved.  This  included  the 
provision  of  2  new  boreholes.  Only  8  houses  in  the  district  are 
now  without  a  piped  water  supply  and  only  149  houses  are  with¬ 
out  a  supply  from  public  mains.  Action  in  respect  of  4  supplies 
was  outstanding  at  the  year  end  and  informal  action  has  also 
been  taken  in  respect  of  a  further  11  cases.  The  work  of  dealing 
with  the  remaining  private  water  supplies  in  the  district  is 
inevitably  slow  although  progress  is  being  made  with  the 
remaining  cases  which  still  have  to  be  dealt  with. 
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(b)  Public  Supplies 

55  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological  analysis 
and  only  one  was  of  doubtful  quality. 

The  district  is  supplied  by  the  Claro  Water  Board  with  the 
exception  of  two  parishes,  by  Leeds  Corporation.  The  supplies 
of  these  Authorities  have  been  maintained  satisfactorily  during 
the  year.  The  Claro  Water  Board  has  continued  its  policy  of 
executing  the  various  schemes  which  were  prepared  by  the 
Council  when  they  were  the  Water  Undertakers.  They  have 
finalised  the  purchase  of  the  Ministry  of  Supply  Water  Under¬ 
taking. 

A  softening  plant  was  under  construction  at  Bardsey  and 
contracts  let  for  similar  plant  at  Stockeld  and  Thorp  Arch.  In 
addition,  the  augmentation  of  water  mains  from  Wetherby  to 
Collingham  and  Bardsey  was  agreed.  These  schemes  are  likely 
to  be  executed  during  1962.  The  water  supply  of  your  district  is 
now  approaching  the  stage  of  completion  of  the  programme 
formulated  by  the  Council  in  1950.  Supplies  to  all  parts  of  the 
district  are  adequate  to  meet  all  foreseeable  demands.  The 
present  situation  regarding  waiter  supply  transformation  of  the 
situation  in  1949  at  the  time  when  the  Council  acquired  the 
Undertaking  of  the  Wetherby  and  District  Water  Company. 

I  have  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Engineer  of  the  Claro 
Water  Board,  Mr.  J.  Pooley,  for  help  and  assistance  in  dealing 
with  the  supplies  to  private  premises  which  still  require  atten¬ 
tion,  and  there  is  full  and  satisfactory  co-operation  between  your 
Officers  and  the  Officers  of  the  Board,  at  all  times. 

VI.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING,  TRANSPORT  AND  SALVAGE 
(a)  The  Public  Cleansing  Service 

From  the  1st  April,  1961,  there  have  been  two  major 
developments  under  this  heading,  namely,  the  implementation 
of  a  weekly  collection  to  every  property  in  the  district,  and  the 
introduction  of  two  pilot  schemes  (serving  a  total  of  500  houses) 
at  Wetherby  and  Alwoodley,  for  the  trial  of  the  paper  refuse 
sack  in  lieu  of  the  dustbin. 

The  7-day  service  was  achieved  by  re-organisation  of  rounds 
and  the  establishment  of  an  additional  collection  area,  neces¬ 
sitating  an  additional  vehicle  and  the  augmentation  of  the 
refuse  collection  staff. 

The  paper  bag  pilot  schemes  have  proved  that  this  system 
has  very  many  advantages  and  as  a  result  of  ten  months 
experience  your  Council  decided  to  extend  the  trials  to  a  further 
600  existing  premises  and  to  all  the  new  development  of  appre¬ 
ciable  size  throughout  the  district.  This  development  will  assist 
materially  to  cater  (without  major  increase  on  vehicles  and 
sltaff)  for  the  increased  residential  development  which  is  planned 
to  take  place  during  the  next  five  years. 
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The  experience  of  operating  this  new  scheme  can  be  sum¬ 
marised  as : — 

(1)  On  matters  of  hygiene  (including  dustless  loading) 
noise  abatement,  time  saving,  and  ease  of  colledtion  it 
iis  an  excellent  system ; 

(2)  The  system  is  not  yet  perfect  but  the  difficulties  are  by 
no  means  unsurmounltiable ; 

(3)  The  use  of  orthodox  refuse  vehicles  employing  some 
form  of  compression  device  is  essential  in  order  to 
obtain  effective  pay  loads ; 

(4)  The  system  gives  flexibility  in  dealing  satisfactorily 
*  with  accumulations,  following  Bank  Holidays,  sick¬ 
ness,  vehicle  breakdowns  and  adverse  weather  condi¬ 
tions  by  the  issue  of  duplicate  bags  ; 

(5)  Householders  must  accept  the  sack  is  a  little  different 
to  use  than  a  bin  ; 

(6)  Financially,  it  compares  favourably  with  orthodox 
systems  having  regard  to  the  benefits  obtained. 

A  survey  carried  out  after  ten  months  of  operation  has 
revealed  that  over  90%  of  householders  prefer  sacks  to  dustbins. 

(b)  Transport 

Two  new  18/20  cubic  yard  refuse  vehicles  with  compressing 
devices  were  added  to  the  fleet.  These  were  referred  to  in  my 
last  Animal  Report. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  financial  year  a  further  order  was 
placed  for  a  replacement  vehicle  of  50  cubic  yard  capacity.  This 
increase  in  capacity  is  an  important  one  as  the  steadily  increase 
in  bulk/weight  ratio  of  domestic  refuse  necessitates  the  use  of 
vehicles  of  maximum  capacity  in  order  to  reduce  to  a  minimum 
the  number  of  journeys  necessary  to  tip.  Adequate  servicing  of 
vehicles  is  achieved  by  the  regular  engagement  for  a  few  days 
weekly  of  a  local  mechanic. 

(c)  Refuse  Disposal 

During  the  year  the  Council  have  closed  three  tips  at 
Collingham,  Kirk  Deighton  and  Wetherby,  and  two  new  Tips 
have  been  established  at  Thorp  Arch  and  Kirk  Deighton.  Three 
other  tips  are  only  in  use  for  dealing  with  winter  refuse.  The 
acquisition  of  suitable  tipping  sites  is  becoming  increasingly 
difficult  and  Planning  Conditions  governing  their  use  becoming 
increasingly  stringent. 

Although  the  tips  have  been  maintained  to  a  reasonable 
standard  I  am  far  from  satisfied  with  their  condition. 

One  of  the  results  of  our  higher  standard  of  living  is  the 
expanding  use  of  tins,  cartons,  packets  and  wrapping  material. 
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and  with  gas,  oil,  electricity  or  closed  combustion  stoves  replac¬ 
ing  many  open  fires,  the  majority  of  -this  packaging  finds  its  way 
to  the  inside  of  the  dustbin.  These  materials  might  be  excellent 
for  the  job  intended  but  they  are  most  unsuitable  for  making  a 
consolidated  refuse  tip. 

The  control  of  tips  to  prescribed  standards  is  an  acute 
problem  and  largely  arises  from  this  rapid  change  taking  place 
in  the  composition  of  refuse  and  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining 
adequate  and  regular  supplies  of  suitable  covering  material. 
During  1961  labour  and  other  difficulties  have  also  had  their 
influence.  With  larger  capacity  vehicles  the  possibility  of 
attaining  the  desirable  objective  of  centralised  disposal  becomes 
nearer.  Centralised  disposal  compared  with  disposal  at  a  multi¬ 
plicity  of  tips  has  many  advantages.  Nuisances  which  have 
arisen  have  been  mainly  concerned  with  appearance,  particularly 
the  dispersal  of  light  debris  and  paper  during  tipping  operation 
at  tips  which  are  reaching  a  high  level  and  where  filling  is 
nearing  completion.  Fly  nuisance  has  been  materially  reduced 
by  reason  of  the  improved  collection  frequency. 

The  Council  have  continued  with  the  experimental  burning 
of  refuse  in  one  of  the  deep  quarries  and  this  has  been  successful 
in  reducing  the  bulk  of  deposited  refuse  and  rendering  it  sterile, 
but  its  application  has  had  to  be  limited  because  of  nuisance 
from  smoke  during  certain  climatic  conditions.  There  has  been 
an  increasing  number  of  instances  of  deliberate  firing  and 
damage  to  tips  and  there  were  four  successful  prosecutions  in 
connection  with  trespassing  or  disturbing  Council  Tips. 


(d)  Collection  of  Refuse 

The  7-day  collection  of  refuse  has  surprisingly  made  the 
maintenance  of  collection  schedules  much  easier  and  there  has 
been  a  marked  reduction  in  the  number  of  complaints.  Rate¬ 
payers  have  been  profuse  in  their  approval  of  both  the  new 
frequency  and  quality  of  the  service  given  throughout  the  year. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  although  the  quantity  of  refuse  has  not 
diminished,  the  weight  of  individual  containers  has  been  much 
less  due  to  more  frequent  emptyings  and  this  in  turn  has  been 
reflected  in  an  improved  output  from  the  workmen.  The  recruit¬ 
ment  of  labour  has  presented  many  problems,  due  to  the  avail¬ 
ability  of  more  lucrative  and  congenial  spheres  of  employment. 
Refuse  collection  has  to  go  on  in  hot  or  cold  weather,  in  rain, 
snow,  fog  and  frost,  regardless  of  holidays,  sickness  or  mechani¬ 
cal  breakdowns.  The  labour  position  is  serious  as  it  is  becoming 
increasingly  difficult  to  obtain  replacements  and  some  further 
incentive  may  be  needed  to  attract  suitable  men  to  this  type  of 
employment. 
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(e)  Litter  Act,  1958 

The  total  number  of  litter  baskets  throughout  the  district 
is  now  81. 

The  servicing  of  these  places  an  additional  and  responsible 
task  on  the  collection  crews.  The  need  for  improving  facilities 
has  been  appreciated  for  some  time  and  it  is  hoped  during  1962 
that  at  least  the  central  area  of  Wetherby  will  be  supplied  with 
a  new  and  improved  type  of  litter  basket. 

Only  in  2  cases  was  there  need  for  action  to  be  taken  and 
both  of  these  concerned  persons  not  resident  within  your  Coun¬ 
ci  l’s  area. 

(f)  Financial  and  General  Statement 

The  total  cost  of  the  service  during  the  year  was  £24,528. 
Income  amounted  to  £1,280,  making  the  nett  cost  £23,243.  This 
amount  includes  refuse  disposal  £2,960,  transport  £4,293,  and 
labour  £15,990. 

(g)  Salvage 

The  decrease  in  the  amount  of  salvage  during  the  year  has 
been  attributed  to  two  factors,  namely : — 

(1)  The  improved  frequency  of  refuse  collection  and  the 
consequent  re-organisation  of  teams  and  rounds ; 

(2)  The  re-imposition  of  a  maximum  quota  of  salvage  which 
could  be  accepted  by  the  Paper  Mills. 

Obviously  the  prime  concern  of  your  Council  has  been  to 
achieve  desirable  standards  in  the  removal  of  domestic  wastes 
and  priority  has  been  given  to  this. 

Unfortunately  an  accidental  fire  at  the  Paper  Mill  midway 
through  the  year  restricted  their  activities  but,  in  addition,  there 
has  been  a  marked  fall  in  the  demand  for  salved  papers  and 
board  nationally. 

In  these  circumstances  it  may  well  lead  to  the  collection  of 
less  paper  salvage  in  the  ensuing  years.  Nevertheless,  to 
increase  the  paper  content  of  refuse  at  the  tip,  will  lead  to 
difficulties  of  consolidation  and  vehicle  traction  and  for  these 
reasons  above  the  separation  of  paper  salvage  has  been  worth¬ 
while. 

(h)  Dustbin  Replacement  Scheme 

During  the  year  397  dustbins  were  issued,  of  which  40  were 

sold. 

In  addition,  279  paper  sacks  holders  have  been  issued.  177 
of  these  were  purchased  by  owners  of  new  houses  on  the  estates 
where  refuse  sacks  are  in  use. 

During  1961  the  following  statement  shows  the  Council’s 
costs  in  connection  with  salvage  work  : —

VII.  ABATEMENT  OF  NUISANCES 

The  work  under  this  heading  is  an  important  part  of  the 
environmental  health  service  of  the  Council  and  much  of  the 
work  is  carried  out  on  a  formal  basis,  involving  discussions  with 
owners  and  as  a  result  a  considerable  amount  of  repair  work  is 
carried  out.  Statutory  action  is  always  regarded  as  a  last  resort 
and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  how  the  number  of  Statutory  Notices 
issued  has  reduced  in  recent  years.

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VIII.  SUPERVISION  OF  WORKPLACES 


(a)  Factories  Acts,  1937/59  (See  Appendix  ‘  B  ’) 

The  duties  under  this  heading  have  again  been  largely  that 
of  routine  inspections  and  it  has  nett  been  necessary  to  take  any 
Statutory  action.  The  work  has  been  carried  out  usually  with 
the  utmost  co-operation  from  the  management,  the  greatest 
difficulty  being  in  relation  to  provision  of  facilities  in  connection 
with  building  operations. 

(b)  Shops  Act,  1950 

It  has  only  been  necessary  to  take  action  in  respect  of  two 
premises  (in  one  case  by  Statutory  Notice).  In  all  new  shops 
and  alterations  to  shops  the  requirements  of  the  Shops  Acts  are 
drawn  to  the  attention  of  developers  and  in  consequence  facili¬ 
ties  are  provided  at  the  outset  which  render  subsequent  action 
unnecessary. 

(c)  Offices 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  any  action  in  respect  of 
existing  premises  during  the  year  but  as  in  the  case  of  all  work¬ 
places  the  attention  of  developers  is  drawn  to  the  requirements 
for  satisfactory  provision  of  sanitary  and  other  facilities  and  in 
consequence  a  high  standard  is  being  achieved. 

(dl)  Agricultural  Premises 

Improvements  have  been  effected  during  the  year  at  10 
premises  by  the  provision  of  water  carriage  sanitation  and 
washing  facilities  have  been  provided  in  6  cases. 

IX.  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

(a)  General 

This  important  duty  requires  constant  and  regular  atten¬ 
tion.  Improvements  to  existing  premises  have  been  secured  in 
10  cases  and  the  opportunity  is  taken  on  the  submission  of 
proposals  under  Building  Byelaws  of  ensuring  that  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Legislation  are  secured.  In 
consequence  a  considerable  amount  of  effective  work  is  regularly 
being  carried  out  in  this  way.  I  am,  however,  anxious  that  more 
routine  inspections  are  carried  out  and  an  endeavour  will  be 
made  during  the  ensuing  year  to  secure  this,  as  although 
generally  a  high  standard  is  maintained,  it  is  found  that  there 
is  a  remarkable  correlation  between  maintenance  of  a  good 
standard  of  hygiene  and  the  number  of  visits  made,  which  con¬ 
firms  the  necessity  for  regular  inspection. 

There  are  249  premises  affected  by  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  and  these  include  catering  establishments  of  varying  types, 
bakehouses,  foodshops  and  places  of  food  manufacture. 


Certain  requirements  still  outstanding  relate  to  the  provision 
of  additional  washing  facilities  for  equipment  in  addition  to 
that  provided  for  hands,  and  for  the  projection  of  food  on 
display.  Fortunately  food  hygiene  is  now  an  important  sales 
factor  and  much  of  the  additional  work  called  for  by  legislation 
has  been  tackled  on  a  voluntary  basis  by  the  shopkeepers. 

Temperature  control  for  the  prevention  of  spoilage  and  the 
limitation  of  bacterial  multiplication  is  not  sufficiently  under¬ 
stood  either  by  shopkeepers,  shoppers  or  householders,  and  very 
much  more  education  on  this  aspect  of  the  work  is  needed. 

The  mobile  food  shops  are  increasing  in  number  but  powers 
of  control  are  limited  as  many  of  these  shops  operate  from  out¬ 
side  the  district.  There  are,  however,  a  number  of  local  mobile 
shops  and  in  every  case  a  very  high  standard  has  been  achieved. 

(I))  Milk  Supply 

All  milk  sold  must  conform  to  one  of  the  special  designa¬ 
tions. 

During  the  year  6  bacteriological  samples  of  milk  were 
taken  and  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory.  2  samples  were 
taken  for  biological  examination  and  they  were  satisfactory.  4 
samples  were  taken  for  testing  for  the  presence  of  B.  Abortus 
and  3  were  satisfactory. 

The  most  difficult  factor  is  the  possibility  of  the  sale  of  milk 
in  bottles  which  are  dirty  or  contain  some  foreign  body.  lit  is 
not  often  that  there  is  any  cause  for  complaint  on  these  grounds, 
but  the  rare  cases  which  do  arise  create  considerable  public 
interest.  Unfortunately  the  consumer  is  far  too  ready  to  place 
all  the  blame  on  the  dairy  concerned  and  to  forget  the  despicable 
way  in  which  so  many  people  misuse  their  milk  bottles  before 
they  are  returned  to  the  dairy.  One  would  like  to  see  the  wide¬ 
spread  adoption  of  non-returnable  containers  but  this  will  only 
come  about  if  the  cost  of  their  production  can  be  considerably 
reduced. 

(c)  Ice  Cream 

67  premises  within  your  district  are  registered  for  the  sale 
of  wrapped  ice  cream  and  there  is  no  manufacture  of  ice  cream 
in  the  area. 

31  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  30  were  classified  as  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  a  development  in  the  mobile 
appearance  of  sale  vehicles  in  which  “  soft  ”  ice  cream  is  pre¬ 
pared.  These  vehicles  are  not  registerable  and  they  are  all 
based  on  premises  outside  the  area.  It  has  from  time  to  time 
been  necessary  to  consult  colleagues  in  adjoining  districts 
regarding  control  measures.  This  again  is  a  case  of  retail  sale 
from  mobile  vehicles  Where  little  effective  control  is  available 
under  present  legislation. 
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(d)  Meat 


The  Minister  confirmed  the  Report  regarding  the  above 
required  under  the  Slaughterhouse  Act,  1958,  and  originally 
fixed  the  appointed  'day  for  the  1st  January,  1962,  but  later 
extended  it  to  the  1st  April,  1962.  At  the  year  end  satisfactory 
progress  was  being  made  in  bringing  the  Slaughterhouses  up  to 
the  requisite  standard  and  one  new  Slaughterhouse  was  in  an 
advanced  Stage  of  construction.  As  a  result  of  the  action  taken 
the  number  of  Slaughterhouses  will  be  reduced  from  9  to  5. 

100%  inspection  of  meat  has  again  been  maintained.  Details 
of  work  carried  out  under  this  heading,  are  shown  in  the 
accompanying  Tables.

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V  MISCELLANEOUS 


(a)  Camping  Sites 

A  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  carried  out  during 
the  year  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development 
Act,  1960. 

Planning  consents  to  the  use  of  land  for  caravan  sites  have 
been  issued  in  9  cases  and  the  appropriate  site  licences  incorpor¬ 
ating  conditions  based  largely  on  the  modern  standards  issued 
by  the  Ministry  were  issued  at  the  year  end.  The  ensuing  year 
should  see  an  effective  implementation  of  the  requirements 
which  have  to  be  complied  with  by  the  end  of  1962.  Arising 
from  this  action  it  is  certain  that  two,  and  possibly  four,  of  the 
existing  sites  will  be  closed  and  the  sites  cleared  of  the  struc¬ 
tures  thereon. 

So  far  as  the  bungalows  and  chalets  on  the  site  are  con¬ 
cerned  a  life  has  now  been  fixed  for  all  these  under  the  Planning 
consents  to  which  I  have  referred  and  during  the  next  10  years 
the  majority  of  these  will  be  removed  from  the  sites.  The  action 
originally  initiated  by  the  Council  30  years  ago  (and  consistently 
maintained  since  then)  of  interim  development  control  under 
the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act,  1932,  has  been  of  consider¬ 
able  value  in  ensuring  the  relative  easy  application  of  the  new 
legislation. 

There  appears  to  be  a  need  in  Wetherby  or  vicinity,  for  a 
transit  caravan  site  and  to  the  end  the  Council  have  agreed  to 
allow  their  Wetherby  Car  Park  to  be  used  for  periods  not 
exceeding  24  hours  for  this  purpose.  This  facility  has  been 
used  to  a  reasonable  extent.  The  problem  may  be  partially  met 
if  the  tentative  proposals  for  a  Motel  come  into  effect. 

(b)  Public  Conveniences 

The  three  public  conveniences  have  given  satisfactory 
service.  The  income  therefrom  amounted  to  £211,  and  the 
expenditure  was  £768.  Owing  to  pressure  of  other  work  it  has 
not  yet  been  possible  to  install  the  washing  facilities  in  the 
Wetherby  (Market  Place)  Conveniences,  but  it  is  hoped  that  this 
work  will  be  carried  out  at  an  early  date.  The  need  for  Public 
Conveniences  at  appropriate  points  on  major  highways  is 
becoming  a  serious  problem  as  the  condition  of  land  and  hedge¬ 
rows  in  the  vicinity  of  lay-bys  is  very  unsatisfactory  indeed. 

(c)  Schools 

There  are  proposals  by  the  West  Riding  Education 
Authority  to  erect,  during  the  ensuing  year,  a  Secondary  Modern 
School  at  Wetherby,  for  approximately  700  Students  and  in 
consequence  some  re-organisation  of  the  existing  Secondary 
Modern  Schools  and  other  Schools  will  arise.  In  two  cases 
during  the  year  the  Department  were  concerned  with  public 
health  problems  affecting  Schools  in  the  area.

(d)  Petroleum  Storage 

There  are  now  30  licensed  tilling  stations  and  31  private 
storage  installations  in  your  'district,  all  of  which  have  been  the 
subject  of  routine  inspections  throughout  the  year. 

The  Council  are  operating  fully  the  code  of  practice  pre¬ 
scribed  by  the  Home  Office  for  this  service  and  there  have  during 
the  year  been  a  number  of  new  petrol  tank  installations.  The 
period  is  now  approaching  when  the  periodical  testing  of  old 
tanks  will  have  to  be  carried  out  to  ensure  their  continued  fitness 
for  licensing  purposes. 

(e)  Dangerous  Buildings 

Three  dangerous  buildings  were  dealt  with  informally. 

(f)  Land  Charges 

711  Land  Charge  Requisitions  were  referred  to  me  for 
scrutiny  during  the  year,  this  work  shows  a  steady  increase. 

(g)  Market 

The  Market  Hall  Shop  has  been  extended  during  the  year. 
A  scheme  prepared  for  converting  the  remainder  of  the  Market 
Hall  into  a  further  shop  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for 
the  erection  and  dismantling  of  the  market  stalls  directly  by  the 
Council’s  Staff.  The  development  of  the  Market  to  its  present 
size  has  necessitated  the  purchase  of  newly  designed  metal  stalls 
which  will  gradually  replace  the  present  wooden  stalls. 

The  scale  of  Market  tolls  has  been  revised  by  the  Council 
during  the  year  and  the  consent  to  these  charges  is  now  awaited. 

(h)  Car  Parks 

The  Car  Parks  at  Wetherby  have  again  been  of  considerable 
benefit  to  road  users  and  to  the  public  frequenting  the  town  and 
there  is  an  increasing  use  of  these  Car  Parks.  Since  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  Wetherby  By-Pass  there  has  been  a  steady 
increase  in  the  amount  of  shopping  in  Wetherby  and  I  have  no 
doubt  that  the  parking  facilities  available  dn  the  town  have 
contributed  very  largely  to  this  happy  position,  it  is,  however, 
apparent  that  despite  the  good  position  that  ar  times  additional 
parking  facilities  are  necessary. 

Two  large  Car  Parks  attached  to  private  business  premises 
near  to  Wetherby  Market  Place  are  being  increasingly  used  as 
general  parking  grounds. 

At  Boston  Spa,  the  temporary  Car  Park  still  continues  in 
use  but  this  cannot  be  brought  fully  into  service  as  an  official 
Car  Park  until  proper  surfacing  and  levelling  of  the  land  is 
carried  out. 
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(i)  Rodent  Control 

The  year  under  review  was  a  real  vintage  year  for  the 
prevalence  of  rats  and  this  area  was  no  exception.  This  was 
possibly  due  to  having  two  successive  relatively  mild  winters 
which  failed  to  take  the  usual  toll  of  the  rat  population,  and 
gave  encouragement  to  early  breeding. 

The  problem  became  acute  in  the  autumn  after  the  harvest 
had  been  gathered. 

The  public  have  responded  very  well  in  giving  information 
regarding  infestation.  The  methods  mentioned  in  previous 
reports  were  continued  and  generally  occupiers  have  been  willing 
to  carry  out  rat-proofing  subsequent  to  our  dealing  with  the 
infestations. 

All  domestic  premises  are  treated  free  of  charge.  In 
addition  a  contract  service  to  agriculturists  and  business 
premises  is  available. 

The  Council  have  a  statutory  duty  to  take  positive  steps  for 
ensuring  that  rat  destruction  is  taking  place  in  a  systematic 
maimer  throughout  the  district.  This  can  only  be  done  by 
regular  inspection  and  survey  of  suspect  areas,  which  takes  a 
large  part  of  the  work  of  the  Rodent  Operators. 

At  the  year  end  Contracts  in  respect  of  71  farms,  to  a  total 
value  of  £518  10s.  Od.  were  in  being.

(j)  Atmospheric  Pollution 

The  situation  regarding  the  keeping  of  official  records  for 
atmospheric  pollution  has  changed  during  the  year. 

The  method  of  measuring  soot  deposit  by  means  of  a  lead 
peroxide  candle  and  rainfall  by  the  standard  gauge  has  dis¬ 
continued  except  in  certain  specified  districts  of  the  West  Riding 
of  Yorkshire. 

x4  second  method  is  still  in  use  and  the  apparatus  is  to  he 
modified  shortly  to  measure  rainfall  in  addition. 

Because  of  these  changes  it  has  not  been  possible  to  include 
the  usual  table  of  air  pollution  in  this  Report. 

The  Wigton  Moor  Smoke  Control  Area  proposals  are  still 
with  the  Minister. 


(k)  Disinfection  and  Disinfestation 

Routine  disinfection  takes  place  on  the  rare  occasions  of  the 
removal  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  to  hospital  and  in  some 
cases  terminal  disinfection  is  carried  out  after  the  recovery  of 
patients  nursed  at  home. 

No  cases  occurred  during  the  year  for  the  use  of  our  dis¬ 
infestation  services  to  deal  with  bed  bugs,  fleas,  etc.,  but  our 
assistance  is  frequently  sought  by  the  occupiers  of  premises 
concerned  with  a  wide  range  of  other  types  of  infestation,  includ¬ 
ing  crickets,  ants,  cockroaches,  wasps  and  hornets.  Indeed  the 
whole  character  of  this  section  of  our  work  has  changed  in  the 
period  since  the  last  war  and  whilst  the  older  type  of  infestation 
has  gone  we  are  constantly  being  asked  for  advice  and  assist¬ 
ance  in  dealing  with  new  types  of  insect  pests.  Effective  action 
was  taken  in  all  cases  that  were  reported  to  us  and  the  residents 
showed  great  appreciation  of  our  service. 

(l)  Street  Naming  and  Numbering 

A  number  of  streets  have  been  numbered  during  the  year 
and  at  the  year  end  work  was  proceeding  in  preparing  Schedules 
for  numerous  other  streets  in  the  area. 

The  naming  of  new  streets  and  replacement  and  refixing  of 
existing  street  name  plates  has  caused  a  good  deal  of  work  and 
unfortunately  because  of  labour  difficulties  there  is  a  good  deal 
of  work  which  is  in  arrear. 

(m)  Contracts 

Work  under  this  heading  continues  to  grow.  Various 
sections  of  this  Report  give  details  of  work  carried  out  by  the 
Department.
